ADDRESS TO CADETS 


Mankind is Going to Know Tliat When 
America Speaks She Means What 
She Says, Declares President

Westpoint, N. Y., Jvme 13.— 
President Wilson, making his first 
address since the presidential cam- 
paign began, today discussed pre- 
paredness, militarism, American- 
ism, the causes of the war in Eu- 
rope, peace, the Mdnroe doctrine, 
divided allegiance and the ideals 
of America, 


He declared it is the present im- 
perative duty of the United States 
to be prepared, adding, 
"Man- 
kind is going to Imow that when 
America speaks she means Avhat 
she says." 


The president said the United 
States should not be a blustering 
nation, a nation with a "chip on 
its shoulder" but a calm nation 
whieli will withhold its hand as 
long as possible and strike only 
for victory. 


Ran Through Hughes Subjects. 


Thp president's address ran through 
the almost entire list of subjects dis- 
cussed 
by 
former Justice 
llughes in 
his telecrram 
accepting tlie 
republican 
nomination and he declared the United 
States is ready to join with other na- 
tions to see that the kind of justice be- 
lieved in is given. 


Shaking his finger eraphatically 
the 
president told the graduates of the mil- 
itary academy and a large audience that 
nobodv Nvho does not put America first 
can be tolerated. 
He added, however, 
that true Americans should set a good 
example. 


Tlie president declared the 
present 
Avar did not come by accident but that 
it had to come. 
The United 
States 
wants nothing from Europe, he said, and 
there is nothing she wants which she 
must cet by war. 
Sounds a Warning.

She completely 
repudiated previous 
'stories of the cheerfulness of Marion, 
her chun). and told of fits of depression 
over fear that she was in a delicate con- 
dition, and later, when this fear became 
less acute, after January 20, over the 
reported defection of Orpet. 


It was Dorothy Mason who told Mar- 
ion that Orpet, a student at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, "tvas engaged +«> 
marry Celeste Youker, according to the 
witness. 


" 'I wonder why she told me that,* 
Marion said to me," related Miss. Davis. 
"'Maybe it was just to make me feel 
bad.' 


"We framed up a letter to Orpet, but 
as no reply was received Marion began 
to think that iiliss Mason had told the 
truth. 
It was on February 6 when 
Marion had 
her 
eighteenth 
birthday 
party that she threatened to kill hei- 
self.

" 'Honest, if Billie has thrown 
me 
over I'll kill myself," she told me. 


"1 laughed at her jxtst to try to get 
her out of that mind and then she 
laughed too. 
I said you won't let me 
tell everything to 3'our mother now; 
shall I tell what I know after death.' 
She laughed and said, 'Well, I guess 
not. 
There will be gossip anyway and 
might as well give them something 
to gossip about.'"

German Troops Penetrate 
Outer French Trenches 
on Verdun Front. 


Paris, June 13.—A Saloniki dispatch 
to the Radip agency sa.ys that allied 
fleets are bombarding the southern Bul- 
garian coast from Port Lagos to Dedeg- 
hatch. 
The population is fleeing in- 
land, the dispatch says. 


German'^troops last night renewed the 
attack over the whole section of the 
Verdun front west of Thiaumont farm. 
They succeeded in entering some ad- 
vanced trenches at one point, but were 
Ttpulsed elsewhere, the French war of- 
fice announced today. 


The French trenches penetrated 
by 
the Germans are on the eastern slope 
of hill 321, west of Thiaumont farm. 
West of the Meuse there were no im- 
portant actions during the night. 
The 
bombardment was heavy in the region 
of Chattancourt. 


RUSSIANS DRIVEN BACK. 


Teutonic Troops Deliver Heavy Counter 
Attack in Bukowina. 


Berlin, June

and 
Austro-Hun- 
garian troops delivered a heavy counter 
attack on Russian forces advancing in 
northeastern Bukowina'And drove them 
back, the official Austrian statement of 
June 12 says. 
The Auatrians captured 
1,300 Russians. 


A squadron of 
Austrian 
aeroplanes 
attacked Venice on Sunday night. 
Sev- 
eral other points in northern Italy were 
bombarded. 
An official Austrian 
re- 
port of June Î2 says the raid was suc- 
cessful.

"A 
squadron of naval air craft on the night 
of June 11-12 bombarded extensively 
and with visible success 
the 
railroad 
tracks on the line between Mestre (five 
miles northwest of 
Venice) 
and 
San 
Dona Di Piave and the railroad station 
at Mestre. 
They obtained several full 
hits on a locomotive shed. 
The arsenal 
at Venice also Avas bombarded.

Henry Morgenthau will prob- 
ably be chairman of the finance ^ m - 
mittee. 
The new national committeo 
meets on Saturday and expects to se- 
lect the chairman at that time. 
The 
committeemen generally agree that they 
would prefer to name as leader one of 
thir own members and will do so un- 
less President Wilson wants some one 
else. 
Mr. Cummings is almost certain 
t© be the man if the chairman is taken 
from within their own number. 
Col. 
E. M. House is president Wilson's dose 
friend and has carried out many con- 
fidential 
missions for the white house. 


Wilbur W. Marsh, of Waterloo, Iowa, 
led the fight for the Clark forces from 
Iowa and the middle western states at 
the Baltimore convention four years ago 
and his selection, it was urged, would 
further heal any scars that may remain 
from that contest. 


Prospects of a fight over a vice presi- 
dential nominee diminished today as in- 
coming delegations lined up behind Vice 
President Marshall. 
Some of the can- 
didates themselves declared that they 
would not attempt to oppose him.

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FINISHING BLOW

Little Detail of General Pershing's Men 
Routs Largest Surviving Band in 
Dashing Canyon Fight 


Nominee Declares His Atti- 
tude One of ''Undiluted 
"Americanism." 


SAYS HE'S AN "OUT- 
AND-OUT" AMERICAN 


Makes Reply to Inquiry Re- 
garding German-Ameri- 
can Support Pledged. 


New 
York, 
Juno 
13.—Charles E. 
Hughes, in response to questions put to 
him today by newspaper men in regard 
to his attitude towards the support of- 
fered him by 
the 
German-Americans, 
said it was '^one of undiluted Amer- 
icanism." 


"I stated my position very clearly," 
said the republican presidential candi- 
date, "in my telegram to the conven- 
tion. 
My attitude is one of undiluted 
Americanism and anybody that supports 
me is supporting an out-and-out Amer- 
ican and an out-and-out American policy 
and nothing- else." 


In Response to Requests. 


Mr. Hughes dictated liis statement on 
"Undiluted Americanism" in response to 
repeated requests of interviewers and in 
the face of his previously announced de- 
termination to say nothing further on 
the issues of the day until his formal 
notification of nomination. 


He met the correspondents by appoint- 
ment and after discussing liis plans in- 
formally for a few minutes dictated the 
statement standing in a group of about 
forty newspaper men and other callers. 
It was the only statement he made dur- 
ing his talk with newspapermen that he 
woidd permit to go out as authorized bj' 
him. 


At the same time it was made clear to 
callers that the nominee had used what 
he thought was the most emphatic lan- 
gnaffe he could have used on this sub- 
ject in his telegram Saturday to Chair- 
man Harding, of the republican nation- 
al convention. 
Leaders of the Hughes 
headquarters apparently were genuinely 
surprised that doubt should have re- 
mained as to the nominee's attitude on 
this point. 


Will Meet the Doubt. 


Mr, Hughes, it was said, intends to 
meet this doubt, now that it has been 
raised, in a manner which he believes 
wjll clear it up and place him in a light 
which cannot possibly be misunderstood. 
It will be a lonff campaign and a strenu- 
ous campaign, according to the present 
outlook at headquarters and there will 
be ample opportunity it is felt between 
now and November to go into detail 
on every issue before the American peo- 
ple. 
This the nominee intends to do, 
headquarters leaders announced.

Band Completely Crippled. 


The 
Americans 
routed 
twenty-flva 
bandits, killing three, wounding several 
and capturing all their horses and sad- 
dles, some rifles and several thousand 
rounds of aninmnition. 
The band waa 
completely cri})pled. 


A night ridé brought the Americans 
into the canyon at day break, where 
tliey followed fresh horse tracks. 
Rid- 
ing at a gallop 200 yards of the bandits 
turn within 200 yards of the bandits 
who were encamped in a grove of pines. 
It was a complete surprise. 
There was 
a headlong rush behind the Villa fol- 
lowers, who, half clad, grasped rifles and 
fought from behind trocs. 


Work of Three Minutes 


The Americans dismounted and with- 
in throe minutes had routed the bandits 
who abandoned everything and sought 
refuge in the rugged mountains. 
For 
four hours the Americans continued the 
pursuit, 
climbing over the mountains 
afoot and fighting fronx the shelter of 
rocks. 
Several Mexicans were shot but 
neither their bodies nor the 
wounded 
were recovered. 
This band is said 
to 
have been the largest surviving rem*! 
nant of the forco of Canadelaria Cer- 
vantes, who was killed three weeks ago 
in a brush with Americana. 


MORE TROOPS MOBILIZED.

If there had been any doubt that things were shaping them- 
selves to make Indiana the very center of the political battle front 
this year, that doubt must have been removed by the nomination of 
Mr. Fairbanks as the republican candidate for the vice presidency. 
Senator Gore, of Oklahoma, has expressed the situation in appropriate 
fashion by his observation that the political struggle to be waged in 
the Hoosier state this year can be likened only to the mighty contest 
which has for more than three months been in incessant swing at 
Verdun. 


It is clear that the political sages have returned Indiana to its 
old position as a pivotal state. 
They are coming again to believe 
with profound conviction that as Indiana goes, so goes the union, 
and they arc constructing their battle plans on that basis. Some un- 
usual conditions contribute to emphasizing this fact t!. , year. 
To 
begin with, two seats in the United States senate arc in ihe balance 
here. 
Nominees, for these positions include the strongest and best- 
known men now in state politics. 
The renomination of Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall is generaUy conceded, and the republicans do not un- 
derestimate Mr. Marshall's strength and popularity in Hoosierdom. 
It was to offset this that Mr. Fairbanks was chosen. 
The stage is 
set for the most desperate political battle in years. 


But Indiana is used to it. Envious neighbors have declared that 
every man in Indiana is a politician, and more than once national 
politics has turned to Indiana for leader.ship and for coimsel. 
We 
take our politics rather seriously for the time being, but it is to 
Indiana's credit that when the campaign is over the result is ac- 
cepted in good faith and good nature and we go about our business 
again much as if nothing had happened. 
There are no enduring 
feuds engendered here by politics. 
We fight the thing to a finish, 
and then we quit. The national organizations are preparing to turn 
the spotlight on Indiana once more. This state is again destined to 
be the grand prize in the political lottery. It is the key to the tre- 
mendous political situation that will engage the country's attention 
until next November. 


The pageant of Fort Wayne passed into history with its final 
presentation Monday evening, but the memory of it will be an en- 
during influence so long as there shall live any person in all the 
thousands who were privileged to see it. And nothing through it all 
was so fine as was the rendition of the spectacle for the benefit of 
some 15,000 school children of Fort Wayne who were permitted to 
witness it without cost on Monday evening. 
It is doubtful if any 
group of players was ever permitted to enact before so inspiring an 
audience so wondrous a story as this which depicted Fort Wayne's 
beginning and its growth to greatness. 
All the color, all the ro- 
mance, mingled with the salient facts of history, giving a vivid un- 
derstanding of the earlier days, imprinted themselves upon the plas- 
tic minds, memories and imaginations of youth. Here was an even- 
ing of education so flavored Avith soft lights and melody and charm- 
ing witchery that the most immature might taste and the more ad- 
vanced drink deep of it. It was a splendidly fitting finale to a splen- 
didly successful undertaking.

noAV been given a clcan bill of health by 
the state board after a recent inspec- 
tion. 
The folloAviiig is the statement 


of the board: 


"The Indiana state board of health 
finished its investigation of the sanitary 
conditions of all tlio cottagcs and hotels 
located on the shores of Lake \Va'vVasee 
June 1. 
The Avork Avas done by J. C. 
Diggs, sanitary engineer of the board, 
aided by Dr. "ll. 11. ?.Iitclicll, e|)idcmio- 
logist, and one engineer assistant. Thf.' 
work Avas supervised by Dr. J, N. Hurty, 
state health cnmmissiotier. 


"As a result, the board announces the 
sanitary condition at the lake is very 
good and is decidedly passable. 
The 
survey shoAVS sewage is not discharged 
into the lake at any point and that tlw 
soAA-agc disposal tanks and sinks of the 
hotels on the lake shore Averc in good 
condition 
and 
working 
Avell 
Avhen in- 
fspectcd. 
To make sure that a larger 
number of people expected to come l^ter 
Avould not bring adA'erse sanitation, vari- 
ous orders Avere issued requiring certain 
repairs and e.xtensinns. 


"The board will later order, Avhen cot- 


tagers have ariivcd, the abolishment of 
all open pit privies at private cottages, 
and the construction of chemical privies 
or other sanitary method of disposal- 
All cottagcs Avitliout exccj)tk)n and hotels 
Avill be lequired to provide for the per- 
fect sanitary disposal of garbage. Each 
dwelling i)iace must !ui\e a strong gal- 
vanized iron garbage can AvIth a cover 
liaviiig a Avide fhuigu. Thcisc cans must 
bo emptied of their garbage and the 
same disposed of in a F.anltary Avay in 
such intervals as may be necessary. A 
few cottages Avere found -.vhrre garbage 
had not been dispoi^od of jiroperly.

a ballot. 
The talk of naming of Sec- 
retary of War Baker for the second 
place on the ticket ended almost as sud- 
denly as it started. 
The war .secretary 
had much to do with putting the quietus 
to his bonm, he declaring before he left 
^\'ashington 
for the 
convention 
city 
that he was for Marshall and that the 
mention 
of 
hi.« 
name 
was 
merely 
'•friendly enterprise."' 


The fact that :\fr. Baker had ju.st left 
President 
U'ilson when h^- announced 
that he favored 
Marshall for re- 


nomination al.«o gave support to the 
idea of having Mr. Marshall acclaimed 
the candidate without calling the roll. 


Others May Withdraw.

Moorehead, of 
Nebraska,

draw his name as a candidate for vice 
jiresident. 
The Nebraska delegation is 
instructed for him and if he carries out 
his plan to withdraw other candidates 
in the field may do likewise, it was 
paid. 


Early today it was reported here that 
President Wilson had sent word to St. 
Louis that he regarded Indiana as one 
of the most important battle grounds of 
the coming campaign and that he would 
be pleased to see delegates act as a unit 
in renominating the vice president.

The lat- 
ter organization is not disposed to com- 
promise.

stitutional amendment given women the 
right to vote in all the states.

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can tell what the next day will brinir 
forth in the world's events. 
The word 
"Americanism" was used today by the 
president for the first time in recent ad- 
dresses. 


He constantly referred to the West- 
point graduates to whom ho was speak- 
ing, but referred more to national and 
international problems. 
He warned the 
graduates against militarism. 
The pres- 
ident's speech was frequently interrupt- 
ed by applause and he was cheered as 
he concluded. 


Text of President's Adflress 


The text of the president's speech fol- 
lows in part: 


"I look upon this body of men who 
tre graduating today with a peculiar in- 
terest. 
I feel like congratulating them 
that they are li^^ng in a day not only 
so interesting because 
fraught 
with 
change, but also because so responsible. 
Days of responsibility are the 
only 
days that count in time because they 
are the only days that give test of 
quality. 
They are the only days when 
manhood and purpose is tried out as 
if by fire. 


"I need not tell you yoimg men that 
jrou are not lilce an ordinary graduat- 
ing class of one of our universities. The 
men in these classes look forward to 
the life which they are to lead after 
graduation with a great many questions 
in their. mind. 
Tliere is no conjecture 
for you. 
You have enlisted in some- 
thing that does not stop when 
you 
leave the academy for you then only 
begin to realize it which then only be- 
gins to be filled with the full richness 
of its meaning, and you can look for- 
ward with absolute 
certainty to the 
sort of thing that you will be obliged 
to do. 


Many Responsibilities. 


"In your case these are too many 
responsibilities. 
No man can certainly 
tell you what' the immediate future is 
going to be either in tiie history of this 
country or in the history of the world. 
It is not by accident that the present 
great war came in Europe. 
Every ele-. 
ment was there and the contest had to 
come sooner or later and it is not going 
to be by accident that the re.sults are 
worked out, but by purpose—by 
the 
purpose of the 
men 
who are strong 
enough to Iiave guiding minds and in- 
domitable wills when the time for de- 
cision and settlement comes. 


"And the part that the U. S. is to 
play this distinction in it that it is to 
be in any event a disinterested part. 
There is'nothing that the U. S. wants 
that it has to get by war,' but there are 
a great many things that the U. S. Jias 
to do. It has to see'that its life is not 
interfered Avith by anybody else who 
wants something. 


Preparedness a Duty. 


"Th(?se iire the days when we are mak- 
ing • preparation when the thing most 
commonly discussed around every sort 
of table, in eveiy sort of circle, in the 
shop and in the streets, is preparedness, 
«|iid . undoubtedly gentlemen that is the 
present imperfitive duty of America, to 
bo prepared. 
But we ought' to know 
What we are preparing for. . I renfeinber 
hearing a >vise man «ay once that the 
eld n^xim that "everything. coiiies to 


the man who waits is all very well pro- 
vided he knows what he is waiting for" 
and preparedness might be a very haz- 
ardous tiling if we did not know what 
we wanted to do with the force that we 
mean to accummulate and ^o get into 
fighting shape. 


Knows What She Wants. 


"America fortunately, does know what 
she wants to do with her force. Amer- 
ica came into existence for a particular 
reason. 
You are so familiar with the 
general character of American history 
that it does not seem strange to you 
but it is a very strange history. 
There 
i.s none other like it in the whole annals 
of mankind—of men gathering out of 
every civilized world and building up a 
country exactly to suit themselves, not 
under the domination of any ruling dy- 
nasty or of the ambitions of atiy royal 
family; doing what they pleased with 
their own life on a free space of land 
which God had made rich with every 
resource which was necessary for the 
civilization they meant to build up. Nov.' 
what Ave are preparing to do is to see 
that nobody mars that, and that, be- 
ing safe itself a^inst interferences from 
the outside all its force is going to be 
behind its moral idea and mankind i.s 
going to know 
that 
when 
America 
speaks she means what she says. 


Warning Against Militarism. 


"You icnow that the chief thing that 
IS holding many people back from en- 
thusiasm for what is called prepared- 
ness is the fear of militarism. 
I want 
to say a word to you young gentlemen 
about militarism. 
You're not a mili- 
tarist because you are military. 
Mil- 
itarism does not consist in the existence 
of an army, not even in the existence 
of a very great army. 
Militarism is a 
spirit. 
It is a point of view. 
It is a 
purpose. 
The purpose of militarism is 
to use armies for aggression. 
The spirit 
of militarism is the opposite of the civ- 
ilian spirit—the 
citizen 
spirit. 
In a 
country where militarism has developed 
the military man loo||ai down upon the 
civilian, regards him as inferior, think 
of him as intended for his. the military 
man's support and use, and just so long 
as America is America that spirit and 
point of view is impossible with us. 


The Chief Idea. 


"The idea I want to leave with you 
boys today is "that no matter what 
comes, always remember that first of 
all you are citizens of the United States 
before you are officers and that you are 
officers because you represent in your 
particular profession what the citizen- 
ship of the United States stands for. 
There is no danger of mililtarism if you 
are genuine Americans. 


"We have drawn pur people, as you 
know, from all parts of the world and 
we have been somewltat disturbed re- 
cently, gientlmen, because some of those 
—though I believe a very small number 
—whom we have drawn into our citi- 
zenship, have 
not 
taken 
into their 
hearts the, spirit of America and have 
loved other countries more than they 
loved the country of their adoption. 
What Am^caniam Is. 
"We have talked a great deal about 
Americanism. 
It ought to be a matter 
of pride with us to -know what Ameri- 
canism really consists in. Americanism 
consists in utterly believing in the prin- 
ciples of 
America and . putting 
them 
flrat as above eve^thing that might by 
..ehaliGO iome, into competition with, it. 
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And I, for my part, believe that the 
.tVmerican test is a spiritual test. If a 
man has 
to make excuses 
for 
what 
he has done as an American, I doubt his 
Americanism. 
He ought to know 
at 
every step of his action that the motive 
that lies behind what he docs is a mo- 
tive that no American need be ashamed 
of for a moment. 
Now we ought to put 
this test to every man we know. 
^Ye 
ought to let it be known that anj'body 
who does not put America first can 
consort with us. 
But we ought to set 
them examples. 
We ought to set them 
example by thinking American thoughts, 
by entertaining American purposes and 
those thoughts and purposes will stand 
the test of example anywhere in the 
world for they are intended for the bet- 
terment of mankind. 


Do Not Love Bluster. 


"I am an American, but I do not 
believe that any of us loves a bluster- 
ing nationality, a nationality with a 
chip on its shoulder, a nationality with 
its elbows out and its swagger on. We 
love that quiet, self-respecting, uncon- 
querable spirit which doe.s not strike 
until it is necessaj-y to strike and then 
strikes to conquer. 
Never since I was 
a youngster have I been afraid of the 
noisy man. 
I have always been afraid 
of the still man. 
I have always been 
afraid of the quiet man. 
If you work 
things off in your elbows you do not 
w.ork them off in your mind; you do not 
work them off in your purpose. 
So my 
conception of America is a conception of 
infinite dignity, along with quiet, un- 
que.stionab!e power. 
I ask you young 
gentlemen to join with me in that con- 
ception and let us all in our several 
spheres be soldiers together to realize 
it." 


Labor's "Bill of Rights." 


What is designated as labor's "bill of 
rights"—sixteen planks proposed by or- 
ganized labor for inclusion in the dem- 
ocratic platform, was made public to- 
day by President Samuel Compers, of 
the American Federation of Labor. 
He 
and other labor leaders will personally 
present the proposed planks to the con- 
vention resolution committee, probably 
at hearings tomorrow night. 


Included among 
them 
are declara- 
tions for right of workmen to organize, 
'woman suffrage, a workman's compensa- 
tion law, enforcement of 
immigration 
laws with a literacy test, industrial and 
vocational training, Porto Rican citizen- 
ship, government 
ownership 
of tele- 
graphs and telephones, enforcement oi 
the federal eight hour law, creation of 
a labor bureau of safety, civil service 
reform and 
declarations 
against the 
"stop watch" system, child labor and 
exclusion from int<^rstate commerce of 
convict-made products. 
i j RiH 


Similar planks were presented by the 
labor contingent both to the republican 
and progressive platform committees in 
Chicago, but adoption of more of them 
by the democratic party is expected by 
the labor advocates than were included 
in the rival political parties.

Democràts Fear Eifect of 
Equal Suffrage in the 
Southern States. 


St. Louis, June 13.—While likely to 
include some form of a suffrage plank in 
its platform, the democratic convention 
probably will give the issue no stronger 
endorsement 
than 
did 
the 
republican) 
convention, a democratic leader asserted 
today. 
The 
republican 
platform 
de- 
clared the party favors 
suffrage, 
but 
'recognizes the" right" of states to deal 
separately with the question. 


The explanation given by the leader 
for the democratic attitude is that very 
few of the states in which the women 
are 
enfranchised 
are 
democratic, 
and 
despite the figures given by members of 
the newly organized woman's party to 
prove the contrary there is little hope of 
switching them with a mere declaration 
for suffrage. 


Democratic leaders also fear the ef- 
fect of equal suffrage in the southern 
states, in which, thev declare, there is 
no insistent demand for the ballot and 
where the negro woman vote would be a 
biff problem. 


More Than 500 leave in Special Train 
, for St. Louis. 


SEEMS PEIOUSLY 
I NEim 1 DEADIOCK 


New York, June 13.—The conference 
of railroad managers and official repre- 
sentatives 
of 
the 
unionslooked peril- 
ously near adeadlock today. 
This was 
the result of the application of what the 
men called a "yardstick to their de- 
mands. 
In this the railway officials de- 
clared that "time paid for under one 
rule is not to be paid for under another 
rule or rules." 


This proposal was regarded so unfav- 
orable by officials of the unions that 
A. B. Garretson, president of the order 
of railway conductors the chief spokes- 
manfor the employes, said: "it does not 
look at all promising for a continuance 
of this conference." 


NURSE'S VERDICT UPHELD. 


Canton, O., June 13.—The $10,500 ver- 
dict for Mrs. Ellen Canine, Indianapolis 
trained nurse, again.st the estate of the 
late Robert R. Jacob, former Waynesburg 
and Pittsburg merchant, for breach of 
promise to marrj', has been upheld and 
Common Pleas Judge W. P. Stephenson, 
of "West Union, 
today notified 
Canton 
counsel of the case that he had overruled 
a motion for a new trial of the case. Mrs. 
Canine sued for $50,000, declaring that 
she had been induced by Jacob to live 
with him as his common law wife, after 
he had promised to marry her. 
Jacob 
died within a week after the close of the 
trial.

making had constituted the greater part 
of the outbreaks sweeping the Mexican 
states 
near the border. 
The 
rioters 
have not di.stinguished between Ameri- 
cans and other foreigners, it was stated, 
although the base of the disorder ia al- 
ways the presence of American troops 
on Mexican soil. 
If the state depart- 
ment has been able to determine just 
what agencies are inspiring those out- 
breaks the information is being care- 
fully guarded. 
The war 
department 
had nothing but routine dispatches from 
the border.

convention, a democratic leader assertei 
today. 
The republican platform de 


clared the party favors suffrage, bu 
"recognizes the right" of states to dea 
separately with the question. 


The explanation given by the leade 


for the democratic attitude is that ver 
few of the states in which the wome 
are enfranchised are democratic, and 
despite the ligures given by members of 
the newly organized woman's party to 
prove the contrary there is little hope <i'i 
switching them with a mere declaration 
for suffrage. 


Democratic leaders also fear the ef- 


fect of equal suffrage in the southern 
states, in which, they declare, there is 
no insistent demand for the ballot and 
where the negro woman vote would he a 
big problem.

American test is a spiritual test. If a 
man has to make excuses for what 


has done as an American, I doubt his 


Americanism. 
He ought to know at 


every step of his action that the motive 
;hat lies behind what he docs is a mo- 
.ivo that no American need be ashamed 
ot for a moment. Now we ought to put 
this test to every man we know. We 
ought to let it be known that anybody 
who does not put America first can 
consort with us. But we ought to set 
them examples. We ought to set them 
example by thinking American thoughts, 
by entertaining American purposes and 
those thoughts and purposes will stand 
the test of example anywhere in the 
world for they are intended for the bet- 
terment of mankind. 


Do Not Lore Bluster. 


"I am an American, but I do not 


believe that any of us loves a bluster- 
ing nationality, a nationality with a 
chip on its shoulder, a nationality with 
its elbows out and its swagger on. We 
love that quiet, self-respecting, uncon- 
querable spirit which does not strike 
until it is necessary to strike and then 
strikes to conquer. Never since I was 


youngster have I been afraid of the 


noisy man. 
I have always been afraid 


of the still man. I have always been 
afraid of the quiet man? If ynu work 
things off in your elbows you do not 
work them off in your mind: you do not 
work tliera off in your purpose. So my 
conception of America is a conception of 
infinite dignity, along with quiet, un- 
questionable power. I ask you young 
gentle.men to join with me in that con- 
ception and let us all in our several 
spheres be soldiers together to realize 
it.''
